Reasons For Allowance 

As indicated in the "Remarks/Arguments" (paper 2/18/2010 and paper 7/23/2010), the 
amendment of claims 57, 60 has overcome the rejections in the "Final Office Action" (paper 
5/26/2010) and the prior art of reference Fogerty (EP No. 0686 379 A2) has failed to disclose to 
suggest a prosthesis assembly as recited in independent claims 54, 57 and 60.
